Notes of a 
Naturalist 


Ginkgo Petrified Forest, W ashing­ 
ton.— Twenty-eight miles east of El- 
lensburg is an area 
containing 
a 
petrified forest, several sites of old 
Indian encampments and several In­ 
dian graveyards. 
W hile some ex­ 
cavation has been carried on there 
is much to be done before more 
than a general estimate of the treas­ 
ures of this area may be made. 
The 
state of W ashington has realized the 
importance of preserving and devel­ 
oping it as a state park. 


The tourist going places on a 
mileage 
basis 
will 
not have 
much, if any, time for a visit 
here but the tourist who is 
curious enough to stop, 
look 
about, and then speculate upon 
the formation of this forest, will 
be more than repaid for 
the 
time 
and 
trouble. 
There 
is 
nothing spectacular here, the 
interest lies in 
another 
direc­ 
tion. 


Long ago the presence of 
the 
curious rock on the surface of the 
ground attracted the Indians. 
They 
made arrow heads and jewelry trink­ 
ets of it. 
The white man knew of 
its presence but thought it had been 
transported there from distant points 
until George Beck, a geologist at the 
State Teachers College at Ellensburg, 
discovered that the source of the 
rock, or petrified wood, is in the for­ 
mer logs now petrified and encased 
in the igneous rock of the imme­ 
diate locality. 
This discovery devel­ 
oped into a search that resulted in 
the finding of many species of fos- 
siled trees. 
It was then that atten­ 
tion was called to it as being desir­ 
able for a state park. Further search 
revealed remains of Indian civiliza­ 
tion, some recent but some quite old. 
These were included in the park area 
and will be made accessible to vis­ 
itors, by trails to the locations as 
well as exhibits 
in 
the 
proposed 
museum. 
A CCC camp is being 
constructed in the park 
and 
the 
young men stationed there will be 
employed in the park development. 


This country is a part of the 
great Columbia Plateau formed 
by successive lava flows, at least 
forty, and it is within one of 
these flows that the 
petrified 
forest is found. 
At once 
the 
question arises of how 
a 
log 
could survive a deluge of hot 
flowing rock. 
It seems as if a 
log would be consumed in the 
intense heat but the fact 
re­ 
mains that there are the petrified 
, 
logs encased in the basaltic rock, 
so there were conditions that 
allowed of the preservation of 
the wood from the heat, then 
its conversion into rock or what 
is popularly known as petrified 
wood. 


It has been found that the lava 
flowed into a lake of water, suggest­ 
ing that the cooling effect of the 
water prevented the burning of the 
logs. 
That may have been a major 
factor but a close examination of the 
logs reveals a layer of clay-like ma­ 
terial between the log and the basalt 
suggesting that the logs had become 
water-logged, sank to the bottom, 
there became encased in mud and 
that this mud protected the 
logs 
when the lava flowed into the lake. 
Covering by the lava brought about 
the exclusion o f the air and preser­ 
vation of the wood until it was re­ 
placed by the minerals of percolat­ 
ing waters. You see, a casual glance 
at a petrified log is only the begin­ 
ning of the story, the sequence of 
which and the ending are yet to be 
discovered. 


A sign describes a tree-trunk­ 
shaped rock as a former log of 
fir. A t once the question arises, 
how can anyone identify 
the 
rock as having formerly been a 
fir log? 
The method is simple; 
a thin section of fir wood is ex­ 
amined under the microscope, a 
photograph made of it; from the 
petrified wood a thin section is 
ground down until light passes 
through it and it is then exam­ 
ined under the microscope, pho­ 
tographed, the structure com­ 
pared with the fir and found to 
be the same. 
For some of those 
real practical, direct - method 
boys, there are logs showing the 
annual rings, the 
knots, 
and 
some with bark. However, the 
, 
microscope method is the one 
that is accurate. 


The 
park is 
named 
after the 
ginkgo tree, for here are found pet­ 
rified wood specimens of this tree 
which has long been extinct in this 
country but has survived 
in 
the 
Orient and is now a sacred tree.

If you ever travel this way take 
a look, not at the spectacular 
but at the general lay-out of the 
petrified forest and then from 
the data, figure out the solution.

early this m onth. 
Due to the fact that Palm Springs 
is listed only 
as a village, 
and by 
som e W ashington officials is conse­ 
quently considered little more than a 
wide place in the road, Mr. LIpps had 
to prove th a t this is a stabilized and 
well established com m unity on a par 
with the finest resort com m unities in 
the East, and that it has made a sub­ 
stantial grow th 
over 
a 
period of 
years. 
He showed th at this commun­ 
ity has five m ajor hotels, and m any 
apartm ent houses, sm aller hotels and 
fine dwellings, ranging in value from 
$5,000 to $15.000. 
Mr. Lipps also had to prove th at tho 
need for unem ploym ent relief existed 
here, and th a t even th ere is no unem­ 
ployment during the sum m er m onths 
when workmen do not come here be­ 
cause of the high tem perature, they 
do come in large num bers in the win­ 
ter season. 
He 
also 
produced evi­ 
dence that th e Palm Springs Sanitary 
District is th e only 
legal 
entity to 
provide such em ploym ent in this area 
including several sm all settlem ents. 
W ithout th e aid of Senator W illiam 
G. McAdoo, this could not have been 
accomplished short of three or four 
months, said Mr. Lipps. 
Senator Mc­ 
Adoo secured appointm ents for Mr. 
Lipps with the various 
PWA and 
WPA chiefs. 
By keeping in contact 
by wire 
w ith 
A ssessor 
Frank V. 
Shannon and m em bers of the sanitary 
board, Mr. Lipps secured additional 
data required by the PWA, although 
he went to W ashington well prepared 
with a mass of docum ents and infor­ 
mation. 
The work was thus accomp­ 
lished in eight days, and approval of 
the local project is expected w ithin 
a few days. 


Palm Springs was complimented by 
the W illard 
Hotel 
in 
W ashington 
when Mr. Lipps was provided with 
living quarters while he was in tho 
national capítol. 
The city is crowded 
with large delegations and in sonto 
cases entire city boards from alm ost 
every city in 
the 
nation, who are 
there to secure PWA or WPA or RFC 
funds. 


C. G. Gillespie, of th e state board 
of health, w ired W ashington regard­ 
ing the need of im m ediately construct­ 
ing the sew er system here. 
Every 
m em ber of the sanitary board and As­ 
sessor Frank Shannon 
have 
been 
working unceasingly to rush the pro­ 
ject, said Mr. Lipps, and if hard work 
will accom plish the desired end, the 
sew er will soon be under construc­ 
tion. 
All prelim inary work has been 
completed and only PW A approval is 
now awaited. 
Mr. Lipps and H arold Hicks were 
in R iverside 
Monday 
and 
secured 
adoption of a resolution by the board 
of supervisors, which has been rush­ 
ed to W ashington 
to 
augment the 
data on file there. 
Following is the 
resolution: 


W hereas an application has hereto­ 
fore been m ade by the Palm Springs 
Sanitary D istrict of Palm 
Springs, 
California, for an allocation of federal 
funds under the Em ergency Relief Ap­ 
propriation A ct of -935 which is now 
pending, and 


W hereas the board of supervisors of 
Riverside county, the county wherein 
Palm Springs is located has hereto­ 
fore adopted a resolution approving 
said application and urging favorable 
action, which resolution 
has 
been 
made a part of said application, and 
W hereas a t the tim e 
of 
passing 
aforesaid resolution, bonds with which 
to provide funds for the purpose of 
conducting said work had not as yet 
been voted by the citizens of Palm 
Springs, and it now appearing th at 
at an election duly held at Palm 
Springs on the 12th day of September, 
1935, bonds in the sum of $35,000 
have been voted to be issued by the 
citizens of Palm Springs by an alm ost 
unanim ous vote (which bonds have all 
been subscribed) and th a t the citizens 
of Palm Springs are no\v ready, able.

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WUHAN MILLAR 
DESCRIBES ZONE OE 
IMPENDING WAR

“W ars are in teresting in these days 
of battle, with M ussolini, ruler of Italy 
preparing to conquer ancient Ethiopia, 
which like his predecessor the Roman 
Em peror, Augustus, attem pted 
2000 
years ago and failed. 
You can read 
about it in Gibbons "Decline and Fall 
of the Rom an E m pire." 
“ 'H is generals in the early part of 
his reign attem pted the reduction of 
E thiopia 
and 
A rabia 
Felix. 
They 
m arched nearly a thousand m iles to 
th e south of the tropic; but th e heat 
of the clim ate soon repelled the invad­ 
ers and protected the natives of those 
sequestered regions,’ 
"H ow ever the fact that A ugustus 
failed does not disturb Mussolini. Mus­ 
solini has crawled too far out on the 
limb of the war tree to be able to 
craw l back. 
T here are no conces­ 
sions 
the 
sad-eyed 
em peror 
Haile 
Selassie could give th e Italian dictator 
at this late date, except to surrender 
the sovereignty of his country in or­ 
der to satisfy II Duce. 
T his Selassie I 
couldn't do, as his 
w ar-like 
chiefs 
would revolt against him . 
Italy has 
already become the aggressor and has 
sen t some 300.000 troops to Africa. 
She cannot call them back w ithout 
gettin g som e real concessions from 
th e E thiopian governm ent; and these 
cannot be obtained, as M ussolini very 
well knows. 
Em peror Selassie can 
read the w riting on th e wall, and is 
following the only open path, if he 
w ishes to keep his throne, ‘defend it 
to the last m an.' 
“Abyssinia will take every advan­ 
tage of th eir topography, and 
can 
carry 
on 
a 
successful, 
defensive, 
gorilla war. 
It is unlikely that the 
Ethiopian troops will engage the Ital­ 
ians in any direct attacks. 
The coun­ 
try is alm ost roadless, steep im pene­ 
trab le m ountain fastnesses, no towns 
o r cities of any consequence to bomb. 
They will not show them selves in the 
day tim e but m ake all th eir food and 
troop 
concentration 
m ovem ents 
at 
pight and no one knows th eir m oun­ 
tains like the A byssiniaus them selves. 


Economic 
Highlights 


During the past two years industry 
has grow'n increasingly afraid of the 
legislative future. 
As stone 
after 
stone in th e adm inistration’s “reform ” 
structure was laid, business men won­ 
dered when, if ever, it would be com­ 
pleted—and when they would be able 
to go about their affairs wtihout a 
cloud of new and unknow n legal re 
strictlons hanging over them . The ad­ 
journm ent of the last congress was 
welcomed by industry, of course— but 
industrial leaders, faced with a new 
session only four m onths away, had 
to at once begin speculating on w hat 
w as coming next. 
It was th is view th at Roy Howard, 
publisher of the Scripps-Howard new s­ 
paper chain, expressed in his letter to 
the President. 
Mr. How ard said th at 
it is obviously true th at many sincere 
and honest business men who 
once 
tracked th e President have not only 
become hostile, but frightened. Many 
of these m en, he continued, 
whose 
patriotism and sense of public service 
will com pare with that of any men in 
political life, have become convinced 
th at the President fathered a tax bill 
which aim s a t revenge rath er than 
revenue; th a t the adm inistration has 
side-stepped broadening the tax base 
to the extent that is necessary; th at 
there can be no real recovery until 
the fears of business have been allay­ 
ed through th e granting of a breathing 
spell to industry, and a recess from 
fu rth er 
experim entation 
until 
the 
country can recover its losses.

Germany, Russia, Next Stops 


By John Phillips 


P aris—an d rain: w hat a place for a 


C alifornian! 
However, we w ere made 


a t home im m ediately by being told 
th a t so m uch rain this tim e of year 
w as quite "unusual,” and th at we hud 
Just 
m issed 
some 
very 
delightful 
w eather. Equally hom elike is the gen­ 
eral com plaint about high taxes 
and 
about "bureauocracy.” 
T he w eek (this is w ritten a t the 
Em bassy, Saturday, August 31st. while 
getting read y to leave, Monday, for 
B erlin) h as been full, and interesting. 
Coming off the boat was th e usual 
process of passing customs, w ith more 
th an the u su al courtesies extended us, 
and coming to Paris— then a hotel for 
a day or so, and finally a m ost de­ 
lightful little "pension” on the left 
bank w here Mrs. Phillips and Midge 
will spend a couple of weeks before 
sailing on th e 14th for New York. 


It was w ell we had a day or so. Con­ 
ditions have changed so th at some re­ 
adjustm ents of plans was necessary, 
and one th in g we 
all 
m ust 
learn 
abroad is th a t 
nothing, 
absolutely 
nothing, can be done in a hurry. The 
A m erican, w ho expects to “run in and 
get it fixed up right aw ay,” soon finds 
th a t he m u st adapt him self to cus­ 
tom s centuries old, or end up a ner­ 
vous wreck. 
It took me ten m inutes 
to get the G erm an vise to m y pass­ 
port, in Los Angeles; tw enty m inutes 
to get the French vice (this long be­ 
cause I stopped to talk to th e cour­ 
teous new French consul to Los An­ 
geles, M. S trau ss)— But, in Paris, al­ 
m ost a full hour, to get the sam e rub­ 
ber stam p, recorded, 
vise 
a t 
the 
Polish consulate. 
Stores, and offices, 
alm ost all of them, open at 9, close 
for lunch from 12 to 2 and th en keep 
open, depending on the business, to 5, 
6 o r 7. 
In m ost instances, lunch, to 
a business m an, m eans not only the 
food, but conversation and probably a 
gam e of card s or dominoes. 
I recom ­ 
m end to all m y friends the reading of 
a delightful little book 
by 
A rthur 
T rain, quite old now. called "As It 
W as in the Beginning”—and a serious 
thought as to w hether we really do 
have the rig h t idea, in Am erica, 
of 
irrying so fast to get—w here? — i was amused to note that in 1934 


in a book, or a report, and hardly 
secured from conversation—the chang­ 
ing m ental attitudes of nations 
on 
these, and other m atters. 
W e m ust 
understand these things in California, 
for on understanding them rests our 
future, in agriculture, and in 
many 
other conditions affecting our lives. 
Midge, of course, doesn’t understand 
why we should be in Paris and why I 
should go to an office and work, quite 
as uninterestingly as if I were home, 
and does not entirely approve, 
for 
with

ing seven cents and about half as big 
as the sm allest Am erican cone) is con­

W hich rem inds me to 
say th at one of the factors requiring 
a readjustm ent of plans w as the total­ 
ly unexpected increase in food costs. 
W e had expected the exchange to be 
against us, as com pared with known, 
form er years, but we hadn’t expected 
quite the increase in living costs th at 
exists here. 
Consequently, while I'll 
get to Berlin, and Russia, and back to 
Paris, and actually will sail five days 
later than first planned, on a slightly 
sm aller boat, direct to Baltimore, so 
as to get a couple of days in W ashing­ 
ton before returning, it was only pos­ 
sible by Mrs. Phillips’ w illingness to 
cut her stay short, all of us having 
originally planned to sail on the 25th. 
The budget situation, and taxes, are 
too long and complicated for a letter. 
In agriculture, th ere are few of what 
we call the “cooperatives"—few chain 
stores — business Is along the same 
lines as in form er years, and it might 
not bo out of the way to suggest th at 
one of the things th at 
has 
helped 
France in the crisis, has been 
the 
num ber of little stores, fam ily stores, 
th at could w eather an economic storm 
better than a m ore intensely organ­ 
ized nation could have done, th at and 
the characteristic French ability and 
w illingness to live simply and econom­ 
ically. 
Even then, many 
conditions 
here suggest A m erican conditions of 
the depression. 
In reading some of 
the reports here at the Embassy, I 
M. 


this week, I’d like to come back 
to 
C alifornia and suggest to 
Governor 
M erriam that he come before the leg­ 
islature and ask for an appropriation 
of, say, a hundred thousand, for the 
purpose of taking one representative 
of each county's tax conscious group, 
representatives of agriculture, and the 
legislature, and so on, about a hun­ 
dred, 
for 
a 
several 
m onths 
trip 
through France, Germ any and 
Italy. 
It would be enlightening, and well 
w orth th e cost, in eventual econom ies 
and in understanding. 
Living condi­ 
tions; th e handling of the unem ploy­ 
m ent situation; economy and sim plic­ 
ity In living; th e different conception 
of foreign trade: w ar preparation: in­ 
ternational relationships; and 
above 
all, tax es; six francs tax on a gallon 
of gasoline, plus the cost of th e gas, 
another three francs, a total cost of 
about 63 cents a gallon; a tax 
of 
13.50 percent on real estate transac-j 
tions which, w ith all 
other 
state 
charges added, increases the cost of a 
real e state tran sfer to about 20 per­ 
cent of the am ount involved—and ev­ 
ery conceivable form of tax, including 
the "transactions tax,” which we dis­ 
cussed so seriously in the last ses­ 
sion. 
It is difficult for an A m erican 
taxpayer to realize the diversity of 
French taxes, and the accounting bur­ 
dens placed on business. 
Tom orrow we drive to some of the 
battlefields with the Nielsens, 
and 
Monday I take the day train to Berlin 
—one condition th at has not changed 
in tw enty years, the prohibitive price 
of sleeping car accom m odations—$20 
overnight, Paris to Berlin—at least 
half th a t for any ordinary sleeper on 
other lines.

The federal contribution tow ard the 
projects will total $50,269, Sm ith said. 
C ontinuation of an SERA project, 
distribution of surplus commodities to 
fam ilies 
in need throughout R iver­ 
side county, is provided in one 
of 
these w ith a proposed W PA allocation 
of $34,560. 
The project was 21 per­ 
cent com pleted by SERA. 
Employ­ 
m ent of 41 persons is provided over 
a period of 12 m onths. 
A nother project provides for 
sign 
posting of streets in the W est R iver­ 
side and Norco districts. 
W PA will 
contribute $733 tow ard the 
project 
which provides for the employm ent of 
seven persons for a period of 
two 
months. 
Redwood posts are to 
be 
used, painted and stenciled. 
Approval was also annolnced of a 
R iverside county project in the Tem e­ 
cula district, sponsored by the U. S. 
Geological Survey, San B ernardino of­ 
fice, to which W PA will contribute

H. W. DILL WRITES 
OF VISIT TO THE 
INTERESTING ORIENT 


H. W. Dill, who is touring the O rient 
with Mrs. Dill and their young son, 
John, has w ritten a very interesting 
letter to a Banning friend 
Follow­ 
ing is the letter which was m ailed at 
Shanghai: 
Mr. Dill is connected with the Dill 
Lumber Company of Palm Springs. 
"Well, here we are, rolling down 
the China coast on a light green sea 
that has large splotches and streaks 
of black green through it. W e are on 
our way from Shanghai to Hongkong, 
keeping close to the coast—Just skim ­ 
ming by points and islands. It is very 
interesting. 
W e will arrive in Hong­ 
kong tom orrow night. 
"W hile in Japan, we visited the five 
principal cities; saw 
the 
Japanese 
navy and some of the army, and trav ­ 
eled through some of the inland coun­ 
try. 
“W e left w ith a much revised opin­ 
ion of the Japanese. 
They have no 
depression, no unemploym ent and no 
hungry people. 
Many of their people 
are living at standards well 
below 
ours, but th eir bodies are fat and 
healthy and they are well satisfied. 
"Texaco Fire Chief gas sells for 12 
cents on the coast and 15 cents per 
gallon inland. C igarettes are 10 cents. 
Their taxes are much lower than ours 
—political propaganda to the contrary. 
Their high vays are well paved; cities 
are clean and very m odern—great air- 
conditioned departm ent stores; large 
and sm all factories—all running. 
Ev­ 
ery city has one o r more hotels, the 
equal of our Los Angeles Biltmore. 
Japan has good railways. 
Prices are 
very m oderate. 
“All of the people are ‘Japanese.’ 
The largest foreign population is in 
the city of Kobe, where there are 700 
foreigners living in th at city of 1% 
million. 
The Japanese people have a 
hearty dislike for us, with the excep­ 
tion of those Japanese who have had 
personal dealings with A m ericans and 
they are very friendly toward us. 
"A lthough th e Japanese were orig­ 
inally a Chinese colony, they are now 
a much different race. 
W hile at Shanghai, I left Florence 
and John a t a hotel and took a trip 
inland to the ancient walled city of 
Soochow. 
"The Chinese coolie class is in a 
m iserable condition. 
So are the R us­ 
sian refugees in China. 
Our country 
is doing a fairly good business 
in 
China and I can now see how many 
an Am erican at home has a job be­ 
cause his product is consumed 
out 
here. 
"Shanghai is the most interesting 
city I have ever seen. 
It has a pop­ 
ulation of 4% m illions. On the streets 
you Bee people from every country of 
the world. 
It Is policed by huge tur- 
baned Indians and soldiers from ev­ 
ery m ajor power. 
Gas is 35 cents per 
gallon there, but there are 40,000 rick­ 
shas. 
T here are more beautiful girls 
than in any other city in the world.

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CONSTITUTION DAY 


Tuesday was Constitution Day in California 
and the Flag was unfurled in the breezes 
from 
Eureka to Calexico. 
California celebrated 
the 
148th anniversary of the signing of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United S tates of America. 
Speaking, that day, at San Diego, 
Former 
President H erbert Hoover said, in part: 
“Today the Constitution is indeed under more 
vivid discussion than at any time since the years 
before the Civil War. The background of that is­ 
sue w as Negro slavery, but in the foreground was 
the Constitutional question of S tates’ rights and 
in the final determination was the fate 
of the 
Union. 
The aroused interest of today is again 
the rights of men. 
Today the issue is the rights 
of the individual in relation to the government; 
this too involves the fate of the nation. 
In the 
hurricane of revolutions which have swept the 
world since the Great War, men, struggling with 
the wreckage and poverty of that great catas­ 
trophe and the complications of the machine age, 
are in despair surrendering their freedom for false 
promises of economic security. 
W hether it 
be 
Fascist Italy, Nazi Germany, Communist Russia, 
or their lesser followers, the result is the same. 
Every day they repudiate every principle of the 
Bill of Rights. 
Freedom of worship is 
denied. 
Freedom of speech is suppressed. 
The press is 
censored and distorted with propaganda. The 
right of criticism is denied. Men go to jail or the 
gallows for honest opinion. 
They may not as­ 
semble for discussion. 
They speak of public af­ 
fairs only in whispers. They are subject to search 
and seizure by spies and inquisitors who haunt 
the land. The safeguards of justice in trial or im­ 
prisonment are set aside. Here is a form of servi­ 
tude, of slavery—a slipping back toward the mid­ 
dle ages. W hatever these governments are, they 
have one common denominator—the citizen has 
no assured rights. He is submerged into the State. 
Here is the m ost fundam ental clash known 
to 
m ankind— that is, freemen and women, co-oper­ 
ating under orderly liberty, as contrasted with 
hum an beings made pawns of dictatorial govern­ 
m ent; m en who are slaves of despotism, as against 
free men who are m asters of the State. W herever 
in the world the system of individual liberty has 
been sustained, mankind has been better clothed, 
better fed, b etter housed, has had more leisure. 
Above all, men and women have had more self­ 
respect. 
They have been more generous and of 
finer spirit. Those who scoff th at liberty is of 110 
consequence to the under-privileged and the un­ 
employed are grossly ignorant of the prim ary fact 
th at it is through the creative and the productive 
impulses of free men th at the 
redemption 
of 
those sufferers and their economic security must 
come. 
Any system which curtails these 
free­ 
doms and stimulants to men destroys the possi­ 
bility of the full production from which economic 
security can alone come. Liberty is safe only by 
a division of powers and upon local self-govern­ 
ment. We know full well th a t power feeds upon 
itself—partly from the greed of power and partly 
from the innocent belief th at utopia can be 
a t­ 
tained by dictation or coercion.”

Next thing they will 
be broadcasting the shrieks of the wounded and 
dying.—Van Nuys Tribune.

WILL ROGERS’ FORTUNE 
The publicity given to the fact that Will 
Rogers fortune of several millions of dollars m ust 
pay large inheritance taxes, has brought 
about 
much discussion of the heavy taxes these large 
inheritances are called upon to pay. 
There are 
two views of the m atter. 
One is voiced by the 
San Francisco Chronicle in these words: 
“Will Rogers earned every cent he had. 
It 
was paid to him by the people themselves. 
His 
wages were high, but that was only because the 
people insisted on paying him high wages. 
And 
the people, who paid him these high wages, felt 
that he gave them their money’s worth. 
“W hat w as wicked about that? 
“Why m ust Mrs. Rogers, when her husband 
is now gone and can earn 110 more money for her, 
give up a large share of the money he left for her? 
"To these questions the only answ er in sight 
is that there is a new theory in government th at 
men who by talent, ability, industry, vision— or 
any of the other qualities that used to be consid­ 
ered so admirable— manage to accumulate any­ 
thing, m ust be punished by the levying of a huge 
fine on their families.” 
To which the Redlands Facts adds: 
“The theory upon which the Rogers and other 
great accumulations of money m ust distribute a 
part of it at the death of the ow ner is th at there 
is more happiness for all the people in such dis­ 
tribution; that power and possible oppression are 
inherent to large fortunes. 
The Rogers fortune 
has been variously estimated. 
The latest figure 
noticed was two and a half millions, upon which 
the taxes will be 900 thousand, leaving better than 
a million and a half to the heirs. We are sure Will 
Rogers, if living, would be glad to see th at amount 
of money go back to the country which gave it, 
saving an equal amount of taxation upon those 
less able to bear it. And the widow and children 
surely have enough left.” 


AMERICA! 
In these days of discontent, 
when 
greener 
pastures— far aw ay—are a dream, it is well to 
read the following from the pen of Will Durant. 
It is from his autobiography entitled “Transition.” 
The famous philosopher, lecturer and w riter 
was an extreme radical in his youth. He played 
around with the anarchists during their day. 
During this period—when he regarded the 
American system as all wrong— he had the op­ 
portunity to spend a summer in Europe where he 
got a close-up viewr of political and economic con­ 
ditions as they exist on the continent. He was a 
different D urant when he returned home. 
He 
w ro te: 
“I do not know what subtle changes had gone 
on in me during those hurried months of my Eu­ 
ropean tour. 
In some way a larger perspective 
had come to me. I saw my country in the light 
of her youth, and vaguely understood the neces­ 
sity of iier faults, the unavoidable passage of this 
feverishly growing land through mental 
im m a­ 
turity and a chaotic adolescence to the leisurely 
fulfillment of h er unmeasured possibilities. 
“Our commercialism and our vulgarity were 
historically inevitable things; the ruthless exploit­ 
er of the soil and brawn was the fated protagonist 
of the initial scene. All these other countries that 
I had traversed have passed or would pass, through 
like transitional puerilities; once Europe, too, had 
been a wilderness, and its people had been artless 
and soulless brutes. 
Something of the fire of my 
young rebelliousness had been cooled by 
these 
hundred days; 1 felt the immensity of time, and 
felt the unhurriable pace of evolution. 
“All things would come to us, but they would 
come slowly and in their own way. There would 
be generations of suffering yet, and blind jus­ 
tice, and coarse corruption; but we would grow 
out of it; our very disgust with 
ourselves, 
our 
thousand experiments and enthusiasms, were the 
trial-and-error of our progress, the 
signs 
and 
pains of our growth. Therefore it was good th at 
we should rebel, that our protests should stir up­ 
lifting ferment in the soul of our country; it need­ 
ed every stimulus in its development . . . I could 
love America a little more, now th at I had seen the 
world.”

Tells of High Costs Back Home 
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“Ford automobiles sell for from 
$1400 to $1800; gasoline sells for 
about 50 cents an imperial gallon;

approxi­ 
mately $43 a year. People in the 
United States have no idea what it 
■can cost to buy and operate a car.” 
Such was the news brought to the 
Ford Exposition by Mr. A. Thomp- j 
son, manager of the Ford Motor 
Company of A ustralia, on his visit 
to America’s Exposition, San Diego. 
Mr. and Mrs. Thompson are mak­ 
ing a tour around the world and 
visited the Ford Exposition building 
while in the Southwest.

tions for old-age pensions under the Old Age Se­ 
curity Act. 
One of the interesting features of the reg­ 
istration is the number of family Bibles that are 
being brought to the district offices to establish 
birth dates and family records of the applicants. 
The Bibles are coming from every section of 
the country, having been sent for by the appli­ 
cants from other parts of the country who have 
lived in California long enough to come under the 
provisions of the Old Age Security Act.

Recent visitors to Yuma state that 
the giant dredges working on the All- 
A m erican canal have uncovered the 
bones of some m am m als of prehistoric 
times. 
The specim ens are on exhibit 
a t the office of the U. S. reclam ation 
departm ent. 
The find was made in 
excavations near Pilot Knob, it was 
announced. 
N ear stations 1360-90 the bones (if 
great beasts who roamed this section 
in bygone ages are being found in in­ 
creasing num bers. 
Some of the bones 
are still in their natural state but 
many of them show signs of petrifi­ 
cation as the m inute particles of bone 
m atter have been replaced by m iner­ 
alized deposits through the action of 
underground w aters. 
One 
large 
tooth 
is 
completely 
changed into a 
granite-like 
stone. 
Large portions of ivory tusk have been 
uncovered and still show 
the 
ring 
grow th or stratification 
as 
nature 
built the arm am ent on the prehistoric 
m onster which carried it about. 
One interesting specim en is appar­ 
ently a vertebrae of some 
Silurian 
beast which carried a row of spikes 
or a ridge of protruding fins down its 
backbone. 
A protuberance consisting 
of a bone a foot or more long projects 
from the upper portion of the verte­ 
brae. 
O ther 
large 
fragm ents 
of 
bone 
plainly show the joint structure sim­ 
ilar to the leg joints of modern ani­ 
mals. 
Most of the specim ens 
are 
found a t a depth of 30 feet or more 
below the norm al level of the section 
excavated and all are found in gravel 
deposits.

Latest News ot 
The Aqueduct 


Construction of Cajalco Dam of the 
Colorado River Aqueduct system is un­ 
der way following action by the State 
Supreme Court which had the effect 
of clearing the way for work on the 
structure, according to an announce­ 
ment from the office of General Man­ 
ager F. E. Weymouth of the Metro­ 
politan W ater district. 


Construction crews of the contractor 
on the Cajalco job have started work 
on several camp buildings at the dam 
site and are beginning work on the 
dam itself. The estimated cost of the 
job is $6,500,000. 


On August 21 the Riverside County 
Superior Court issued an order author­ 
izing the W ater district to occupy a 
number of parcels of land at the dam 
and reservoir site, pending final de­ 
cision on condemnation cases filed by 
the district. 
In connection with this 
action the district deposited $493,473 
with the court. 
Recently the State 
Supreme Court denied an application 
by a number of property owners in 
the area who petitioned for a writ of 
review to annul the lower court’s or­ 
der. 
Thus the way was cleared for 
the continuation of work on the dam. 
Approximately a half mile long and 
135 feet high, Cajalco Dam will be 
of earth-fili construction and will form 
a reservoir with a capacity of 100,000 
acre feet of water. Located about ten 
miles south ot Riverside, the reservoir 
will be three and a half miles long 
and will serve as a connecting link 
between the main aqueduct and the 
aqueduct distributing system 
which 
will carry Colorado River water to 
the thirteen cities in the Metropolitan 
W ater district. The Griffith Company 
of Los Angeles is the contractor on 
the job. 


Colorado River Aqueduct construc­ 
tion work and the purchase of mate­ 
rials for the project, involving a total 
sum of more than $170,000, has been 
approved by the board of directors of 
the Metropolitan W ater district. 
Largest item of the day’s business 
was the awarding of a contract to the 
Newbery Electric Corporation of Los 
Angeles for the construction of 
147 
miles of new telephone line to be 
added to the Metropolitan W ater Dis­ 
trict communications system. 
The contract was for $73,690. 
The 
total cost of the line, including mate­ 
rials, rights of way and other items 
to be furnished by the district, will 
be $101,979, according to the recom­ 
mendation of General Manager F. E. 
Weymouth. The new line will extend 
between Boulder Dam and the various 
aqueduct pumping plants. 
The district directors also awarded 
a $40,860 contract to the Reilly Tar & 
Chemical Corporation for 230,000 gal­ 
lons of coal tar pitch cutback, a cur­ 
ing compound to be used on aqueduct 
concrete. 
Freight charges will bring 
the total cost of this material up to 
$61,402. 
The Pacific Iron & Steel Company 
of Los Angeles was awarded a $10,320 
contract for furnishing eight twenty- 
foot sections of steel forms for use 
in placing concrete lining in the Coa­ 
chella tunnels of the Colorado River 
aqueduct. 
The district board also authorized 
the Los Angeles Community Chest to 
handle collection of funds from aque­ 
duct employees along the same lines 
as' were followed in the Chest drive 
last year. 
The money received from 
aqueduct employees is apportioned to 
the Community Chests and welfare 
organizations of the thirteen member 
cities of the water district on the basis 
of the assessed valuation of each city.

T H E O L D AGE S E C U R IT Y ACT 
(Jane Dodge, Riverside County Wel­ 
fare Director) 
Due to the general misunderstand­ 
ing of many people relative to the in­ 
terpretation and application of the so- 
called “old age pension" it appears 
necessary to clarify the subject in be- 
¡ half of the many clients who consider 
themselves eligible under the new 
law. 
First of all. it is not a pension, and 
there is no federal aid relative to the 
Old Age Security Act which is a Cali­ 
fornia law and has been active since 
January, 1930. 
Recent changes in the form of 
amendments to the same act have 
seemingly caused confusion regarding 
state and federal aid. 
The following points may be help­ 
ful in clearing many inquiries receiv­ 
ed by mall and in the welfare depart­ 
ment by individuals every day. We 
have recently received a full explana­ 
tion of the law and its new amend­ 
ments from Attorney General Webb, of 
California, therefore, all statements 
given are taken from his interpreta­ 
tion and are authentic. 
The Old Age Security Act requires 
the county to pay 50-50 on all claims 
and allotments rendered in behalf of 
the aged. Each and every case is de­ 
cided individually and “according to 
the conditions of need.” 
Age and residence are factors of 
eligibility, but not the deciding factor 
as to the amount of aid. While there 
is a sliding scale, from $20 minimum 
to $35 maximum, the actual amount 
alloted is governed by the budget 
needs of applicant. Other vital fac­ 
tors entering into the decision are the 
ability of relatives and children to as­ 
sist aged parents, in part, or in whole, 
and also the status of property. 
The law still maintains that adult 
children are responsible for dependent 
parents, and in all cases said children 
must be contacted and affidavits ren­ 
dered as to their financial status and 
ability to supplement the budget of 
needy parents. It is possible for such 
aid to be supplemented by the state 
and county when it is not sufficient 
to cover the needs of client. 
The residence clause has not been 
changed. Fifteen years in the state 
and one year in the county of appli­ 
cation is required of all applicants. 
The age limit was changed to sixty- 
five years instead of seventy and the 
new interpretation of citizenship, re­ 
garding the number of years which 
formerly was fifteen, is no longer re­ 
quired. A client who has recently ac­ 
quired citizenship can apply for state 
aid, if eligible otherwise. 
Many inquries regarding property 
status reveals a great deal of con­ 
fusion and misunderstanding on this 
point. 
It is not true that applicants must 
deed' all property to the county. No 
such procedure has ever been required 
by Riverside county, nor has it been 
advised by the state. 
Formerly the blanks included the 
question “Are you willing to reim­ 
burse the county from your property?" 
Clients could answer "Yes" or "No.” 
A very few cases have voluntarily 
deeded their property to the county 
feeling more independent by so do­ 
ing, and thus became exempt from 
further taxation, but no compulsory 
action was required by the county. 
Under the new amendment the at­ 
torney general has made it clear that 
it is now mandatory to take a lien 
from the client, which only means a 
provision for reimbursement to the 
county for actual amount of aid ren­ 
dered, if at any time client should 
sell property while living, or in case 
of settlement of estate aiter death. 
There is no interference or limi­ 
tation placed on the client who has 
full control of all property with the 
understanding that said lien is filed 
with the recorder and must be given 
first consideration in case property is 
sold.The assessed value of the combined 
real property' of husband and wife may 
not exceed $3000. 
The value of personal property may 
not exceed $500. 
All applicants will be required to 
sign an affidavit for reimbursement, 
but no property deeds or mortgages 
will be accepted by the county. 
Those who are inmates of public or 
private institutions and who are in 
need of custodial or- correctional care 
are not eligible to apply for aid under 
the Old Age Security Act. 
Contact with the welfare depart­ 
ment is necessary rather than to 
write for blanks. No application forms 
will be mailed out until a personal 
contact and investigation can be 
made, but all names and addresses 
will be immediately filed and follow­ 
ed up as promptly as possible. 
During the first ten days of Sep­ 
tember we received 137 applicants 
and since that date the number has 
increased over 200. We already have 
nearly 400 active cases in the coun­ 
ty, many of whom are demanding in­ 
creases of allowance. 
No change or increase can possibly 
be considered by active cases until 


after the peak of new applicants has 
been reached and provided for. 
It will be several months before con­ 
sideration of said changes can be 
made. 
We are handling a tremendous vol­ 
ume at this time and we are earnest­ 
ly striving to file all cases found to 
be eligible, but the heavy detail of 
procedure, verification, etc., is a huge 
task requiring time, travel, corre­ 
spondence, and clearance of many de­ 
tails before said papers can be sub­ 
mitted to the State Department of So­ 
cial Welfare where all decisions are 
rendered. 
All applications must be filed 
through the county welfare office, the 
only official bureau for handling of 
state aid cases. This procedure is re­ 
quired by the state department under 
the welfare office where all supporting 
forms and applications are provided 
and properly prepared for legal action. 
All applications are passed on by 
the county board of supervisors before 
being sent to Sacramento for final 
action. 
Further inquiries can be made at 
the welfare office in the court house, 
and every effort will be made to clear 
the eligibility of all applicants who 
apply and who need aid. 
It would be wise to make appoint­ 
ment by telephone, when possible, and 
thus save the delay and long Waiting 
at the office in view of the fact that 
much time is required for each inter­ 
view and our stafT is heavily taxed 
at this time. 


G IL M O R E SPONSORS 
PUSH CAR C O N T E S T 


Streamlined, home-made, “one-boy- 
powered" cars, featuring leather-lung­ 
ed pilots and sturdy-legged "pushers," 
will have the opportunity to battle for 
the Southern California “push-car” 
championship next month, according 
to an announcement made during the 
last week by* Earl B. Gilmore, presi­ 
dent of the Gilmore Oil Company.’ 
The preliminary races, according to 
present plans, are scheduled for the 
Gilmore stadium on the morning of 
October 5. Any boy under 16 years 
of agle will be eligible to enter the 
races, the only stipulation being that 
either the pilot or the "pusher," or 
both, build the car entered, and that 
its total cost does not involve an ex­ 
penditure in excess of $10. 
Entry blanks and complete race 
rules will be supplied free to interest­ 
ed contestants by.writing to the pnsh- 
car championship race committee, Gil­ 
more Oil Company, 2423 East Twen­ 
ty-eighth street, Los Angeles.

The U n ited S ta tes w ill becom e in­ 
volved in war if the Italo-Ethiopian 
dispute leads Europe into arm ed con­ 
flict, in the opinion of Bertrand Rus­ 
sell, one of E ngland's forem ost socio­ 
logists, who is also a philosopher and 
m athem atician of distinction. 
R ussell, who is In Paris to attend 
th e International congress on S cien ti­ 
fic P hilosophy, said: 


“I approve of the efforts of the U nit­ 
ed S ta tes to keep aloof from the pres­ 
en t European tangle grow ing out of 
the dispute betw een Italy and Ethio­ 
pia, 
But if war com es, 1 don't think 
th ese efforts w ill prevail. 
"In th e la st war A m erica m ade ef­ 
forts to keep out of it— and didn't. 
tVhat reason is there to suppose that 


bound to be econom ic factors w hich 
would m ake it difficult for Am erica 
to avoid being pulled into such 
a 
war.” 
D iscussin g the m orality of the sit­ 
uation R ussell said: 
"W hat Italy is 
doing is wicked. W hat England is do­ 
ing is foolish. 
Italy has not shown 
justification for her cam paign but, on 
the other hand, England should not 
oppose 
her 
so strongly. 
W e m ust 
evaluate facts and realize that E th io­ 
pia is not as im portant as Europe and 
the rest of the world, which would 
becom e 
involved 
if 
the 
conflict 
spreads. 
"Logically, it am ounts to this: The 
world m ust reluctantly sacrifice E thio­ 
pia, if need be.”

TELLS ABOUT 


LIFE IN AFRICA 


J. L. W ilson, of Johannesburg, Af­ 
rica, arrived here th is week to visit 
w ith hie sister, Mrs. Charles G. Cham­ 
berlain, and Mr. Chamberl;/n. 
The Desert Shn reporter had an in­ 
terestin g visit w ith Mr. W ilson. Dur­ 
ing the course 
of conversation, he 
found that Mr. W ilson had m ade 18 
trips from A m erica to Africa, that he 
had crossed th e N orth A tlantic 93 
tim es, and that h is business as a farm 
m achinery and m otor 
car salesm an 
has taken him into nearly every coun­ 
try of the world. 
Way hack in 1900 he made h is firet 
trip to Africa, and w ith the exception 
of two years during w hich he engaged 
in business in h is hom e town, Belton, 
T exas, he had been traveling in distant 
lands. ' W hen the W orld War broke 
out in 1914, h e w as in M oscow, Rus­ 
sia, and the difficulty he had in reach­ 
ing Germany, then H olland, and then 
England, with h is baggage, is a long 
and interesting story. 
Just one inci­ 
dent in this connection show s how his 
traveling exp erien ces in foreign lands 
and h is know ledge of foreign languag­ 
es helped him, 
W hen the war sud­ 
denly broke 
out betw een 
Germany 
and Russia and 
G erm any 
had just 
started the invasion o f Belgium , he 
attem pted to leave Russia. 
Arriving 
at the Russian border, the G erm ans 
accused him of being an Englishm an I 
and refused to adm it him. 
H e tr ie d : 
every method to convince them that 
h e was 
an 
Am erican. 
F inally he 
asked the G erm ans if there w as one 
of their group w ho could speak Span­ 
ish. 
One of 
th e 
officials 
said he 
could. 
“W here did you learn 
S p anish?” 
asked W ilson. 
“In M exico," answ er­ 
ed the German. 
How did you get to 
M exico?" he w as asked. 
"Through 
America, and crossed the border in 
the south of Texas," w as the answ er. 
W ilson described 
the 
Texas cities 
and the route to M exico so accurate­ 
ly. and again exhibiting his passport 
show ing that he resided 
in Belton, 
Texas, that the German told the oth­ 
ers, “He's an A m erican, all right. Let 
him enter." 


He left Berlin for the Holland border 
on the last train to carry foreigners 
out of the country. 
H is travels dur­ 
ing the war took 
him through the 
subm arine zone nine tim es. 
On one 
of his trans-Atlantic trips before the 
war, the ship on w hich he traveled 
answered an SO S call 
far 
in the 
north, and 20 Italians were rescued 
from the ship before it sank. 
Mr. 
W ilson som e tim e later was on an 
Italian liner and found the captain to 
be th e sam e h e 
had 
seen rescued 
from his sinking ship. 
Am ong Mr. W ilson ’s achievem ents 
was the sale of over 17,000 American- 
made w indm ills to m achinery dealers 
in the Argentine. 
He traveled in all 
parts of South A m erica and far up 
in the Andes w hile calling on ma­ 
chinery and m otor car dealers. 
He 
believes Buenos A ires and Rio de Ja­ 
neiro are probably the two m ost beau­ 
tiful cities he h as ever seen. 
Speaking of Africa, Mr. W ilson said 
it is prim arily a m ineral continent, 
with a little air'lculture in som e parts. 
Most of the agriculture is carried on 
by the Boer farm ers 
in Tranevaal 
and other South A frican provinces.. 
But in the production of gold, Trans­ 
vaal exceeds all the rest of the world, 
for more than half of the world's gold 
m ined each year com es from Johan­ 
nesburg and vicin ity. 
He said that 
more than 400,000 N egroes work in 
the m ines of Johannesburg, 8,000 feet 
below the surface. 
The heat in these 
deep m ines is terrific, 
but the 
Ne-1 
groes work 12 hours 
a day for 75 
cents. 
Their ch ief object in working 
is to obtain m oney to buy cows, which 
they trade for w ives. 
A Negro having 
m any daughters 
thus 
accum ulates 
quite a herd 
of cow s. 
The 
British 
are w ise in perm itting the n atives to 
govern them selves through their tri­ 
bal chiefs and "undinas,” the under 
chiefs. 
The language o f Transvaal is 
not English, but a language derived 
from the Dutch, which is called Afri­ 
can. 
The Boers refuse to speak Eng­ 
lish, and they continue to hold in love 
and respect 
their 
forefathers, the 
first of whom cam e from H olland 300 
years ago. 


Mr. W ilson gives an in terestin g de­ 
scription of th e diamond m ines and 
the process o f 
extracting 
th e dia­ 
monds. 
He said that one of the early 
settlers built a house, sim ilar to the 
adobe houses found in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, out of clay he found near the 
site. 
Many sm all, glittering 
ston es 
shone from th e clay bricks O f'th e 
house, but the eettler thought noth­ 
ing of it, until a traveler came along 
one day and discovered the glistening 
ston es were diam onds. 
The m ethod 
of recovering the diamonds from the 


clay was lik ew ise discovered by acci­ 
dent, said Mr. W ilson. 
A Boer farm ­ 
er, while riding in h is huge ox-drawn 
wagon through the diam ond area of 
Kimberly, stopped to grease a squeak­ 
ing wheel. 
W ith h is shovel he re­ 
moved the hard caked 
axle-grease 
from the hub, and 
w ith 
the sam e 
shovel he dug 
beneath the w heel, 
which had been blocked up, so that 
he could rem ove it. 
H e noticed that 
when he took his sh ovel out of the 
soft clay, 
m any 
em a il, 
glittering 
stones stu ck in the grease. 
These he 
discovered to be diam onds. 
Today, 
the clay o f the 
diam ond 
fields is 
crushed, and all the clay and earth 
is elim inated until on ly gravel, con­ 
taining ston es of m any sorts, remains. 
T his gravel is thrown 
onto boards 
covered 
w ith 
old-fashioned 
heavy 
axle-grease, and all th e stones, even 
garnets, roil off, 
but 
the diam onds 
stick to the grease. 
Mr. W ilson stated 
diamonds are 
only found in the v icin ity of "pipes” 
which we know as extin ct volcanoes. 
There are 150 known extinct volca­ 
noes in South Africa, but in only five 
of these are diam onds found. 
The 
diamonds, being 
pure carbon, were 
formed w hen 
m olten 
lava 
burst 
through a coal 
field, thus forming 
sm all bits of pure carbon when the 
coal was 
consum ed 
by the terrific 
heat. 
The K imberly diamond m ine 
is the deepest and largest man-made 
hole in the world. 
B ein g in com para­ 
tively level country, no one suspect­ 
ed at first that beneath the surface 
w as a 
"pipe” 
through 
which the 
m olten rock had issued, burning up 
a coal field and form ing diamonds: 
but after excavating hundreds of feet 
in the search for diam onds, the nat­ 
ural “pipe” or volcano crater, like a 
huge rock-built and scorched chim ney, 
w as found. 
Digging deep into the 
“pipe,” m ore diamond-bearing clay is 
found. 
Mr. W ilson 
says 
it is becom ing 
m ore and m ore difficult for Am erican 
salesm en to com pete with salesm en 
o f other countries in 
foreign lands. 
T he Japanese are tak in g the cotton 
and silk 
business, 
he said. 
W ith 
their m ass production, long hours and 
low w ages to their w orkers, they can 
undersell A m ericans in every market. 
Only in ca ses w here 
quality is de­ 
manded, regardless o f price, can the 
Am ericans sell their products. 
Am er­ 
ica excels in the m anufacture of ma­ 
chinery of all sorts, including motor 
cars, and for this reason the Am eri­ 
can m achinery salesm en still do a 
good business, said Mr. W ilson. 
How­ 
ever, European countries are follow­ 
ing Am erican m ass production m eth­ 
ods and are producing very fine ma­ 
chinery at low er prices, so even this 
field of Am erican exports is threaten­ 
ed. 
Mr. W ilson, 
accom panied by his 
sister, Mrs. Charles Cham berlain, left 
yesterday for V enice and other beach 
cities, and after a sh ort rest in South­ 
ern California, he plans on returning 
to South Africa. 
About 10 days are 
required to cross the A tlantic to Lon­ 
don, although there are many nine- 
day boats, and th en 17 days from 
London to Capetown. 
Mr. W ilson is 
a member of 
the 
Circum navigators 
Club of N ew York and the Adventur­ 
ers Club of Chicago. 
T hese clubs are 
com posed only of m en who traveled 
widely in all parts of the world.
